Sub j : Draft Report PBW of 6 Jul 1976; comments on 

1. (C) The draft (dated 6 July 1976) of the PBW report has 

been reviewed with the conclusion that the report should not 
be disseminated without extensive revision. The two chief 
problems, in the view of the Navy STIC member, are the 
general attitude (often negative) that flavors the report 
and the generous discussions of U.S. experience or technology 
perrtieating the report. It is especially awkward to address 
the question of possible existence of a foreign program based 
heavily on U.S. experience or lack of experience when the U.S. 
admittedly has no counterpart development program. If it is 
deemed necessary or desirable to dwell on U.S. technology and 
beliefs, a suitable appendix could be constructed for the 
reader's benefit. Separating the relevant U.S. results into 
an appendix overcomes one objection in the present draft and 
would increase the emphasis on the main objectives of the 
report.
